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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-7, 9-26 and 28 are pending. 

This is in response to applicant's amendment filed on 03/19/08. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
03/19/08 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: spelling error on 
line 3, "thereof has been spelled as — there of—-. Appropriate correction is required. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The rejection of claims 1-14, 21-22, 24-26 and 28 under 35 U.S.C 112, first paragraph 
has been withdrawn. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7, 9-14, 21-22 and 24-26 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention for the reasons set forth in the 
previous office action mailed on 09/19/07. 

Response to Remarks 

Applicant's arguments filed 01/18/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed persuasive. Applicants argue that the term "perfluorocarbon" is well-known in 
the art. Applicants have also submitted various articles to support the notion that the 
term "perfluorocarbon" is a term frequently used in Medicine and thus, known to those 
skilled in the art. 

With regard to the plethora of intended uses recited in currently amended claim 1 , 
the various uses render the claim ambiguous since there is no evidence of record to 
correlate the connection between the various diseases and the metabolism of nitric 
oxide. 

It is not conceivable that the dosage regimen for uses as varied as hypertension 
v. angina or arthritis or hair loss or impotence would all be the same and there is no 
evidence in the specification pointing to a particular regimen for the many uses recited. 
Additionally, it is not clear what constitutes a HELP syndrome because a syndrome is 
usually a complex of symptoms (none present) indicating the existence of an 
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undesirable condition. With respect to the treatment of Alzheimer's disease (a very 
difficult disease to treat) by metabolism nitric oxide, no such correlation has been 
presented or forth coming. It is believed that Alzheimer's happens because of changes 
in neurotransmitters not metabolism of nitric oxide. 

Making the publications recited on page 10 of applicant's remarks of record may 
help to determine the relationship between metabolism of nitric oxide and the various 
diseases recited.
